COWBRIDGE 
Charter Trust is 
applying for grant 
funding to 

demolish the old 
cattle sheds across 
the road from the 
livestock market - 
but they need 
public help. 

The sheds have long 
been regarded as both 
an eyesore and a 
danger - attracting 
anti-social behaviour 
as well, writes Philip 
Irwin. 

Now, grant aid from 
the Rural Community 
Development Fund 
(RCDF) for a project to 
enhance Old Hall 
Gardens and its 
surrounding area could 
see the sheds gone. 

This would mean 
that the historic town 
walls would be on 
view for the first time 
in generations. 

They will be re¬ 
pointed and restored, 
to match work already 
carried out by the Trust 
on the rest of the walls. 

Many other 

improvements to the 
area could also be 
included if the grant is 
successful - and an 
important aspect of any 
such grant these days 
is ‘community 

support’. 

For this reason, the 
trust has produced a 
short questionnaire, 


available from 

Cowbridge Library, the 
Community College in 
the Old Hall, the Town 
Hall office and the Co¬ 
op Supermarket in the 
High Street. It can also 
be downloaded from 
the Trust’s web site 
www.cctrust.co.uk and 
then the completed 
form can be dropped 
into any of the 
collection points 
above.

H OW sad, and somewhat 

irritating, that so many of your 
GEM readers have completely 
missed the point of the T9 Airport 
Shuttle. 

It is of no consequence to the public how many, 
or how few passengers these buses carry, since 
they were bought for the redevelopment of Cardiff 
Airport and come out of a different budget to the 
local buses. 

I have regularly walked around Bristol city 
centre and seen their equivalent shuttle bus driving 
around as equally empty as Cardiff’s at times, but 
to my knowledge, the Bristol public do not rage 
about it being a waste of money; in fact, every 
airport with a city centre several miles away, uses 
a similar facility. 

It’s what you expect as a passenger when you 
fly into an airport. 

Speaking of empty (or near empty) buses 
driving around, I have quite often seen the newly- 
reinstated Rhoose to Cardiff bus containing mostly 
pensioners and young teenagers - who don’t pay 
any fare or if they do, only half the fare. 

Whereas every airport passenger who uses this 
bus pays £5 to travel to the city centre. 

I just wonder when the airport will stop being 
used as a political football. Seeing as Mr Dennis 
Harkness is interested in average figures (a recent 
letter was titled ‘Phantom passengers’) here are a 
few figures that he might be interested in - the bus 
has 13,200 passengers a month on average, which 
equates to £66,000 a month or £800,000 a year.

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'Brexit means 
sanctions’ 


‘Alternative facts’ 
present a major 
challenge to society, 
the economy and 
the environment. 

There are some who 
are more interested in 
winning an argument 
than facts, figures, and 
the well-being of others 
in our society. 

A letter published in 
The GEM recently 
stated: ‘According to the 
BBC, leaving the EU 
will create 400,000 
jobs.’ Visiting the 
BBC’s website, I found 
that the BBC had simply 
reported that ‘Change 
Britain’ (formerly ‘Vote 
Leave’) had claimed 
Brexit would create 
400,000 jobs. 

This projection was 
based on mythical future 
trade deals with 
countries like South 
Korea - with whom we 
currently have a trade 
deal due to our 
membership of the EU. 

The BBC’s analysis 
“‘ concluded that the 
projection ‘makes very 
little sense.’ 

Manufacturers, 
including Ford, are 
concerned by Brexit and 
the UK leaving the EU’s 
customs union. 

Complex supply 
chains result in many 
components crossing our 
border multiple times, 
with just-in-time 
deliveries that are 
incompatible with delays 
and tariffs at customs. 

Fine margins mean 
that jobs are likely to be 
lost in manufacturing, as 
well as banking and 
services. 

Brexit means self- 
inflicting economic and 
social sanctions. 

UK foreign aid (often 
raised alongside Brexit) 
is not an EU matter, but 
one for the sovereign 


UK Parliament and 
Government. Foreign 
aid is a very complex 
way of winning 
influence around the 
world and meeting our 
obligations, eg paying 
the pensions of former 
British Colonial Officers 
in Hong Kong, etc. 

A considerable 
amount of foreign aid 
never actually leaves the 
UK, assisting refugees 
and asylum seekers 
living here and funding 
internationally focused 
projects for our schools. 

Much is paid to 
British companies for 
services and products, 
creating employment in 
Wales, and advantaging 
them in foreign markets. 

UK foreign aid funds 
scholarships for foreign 
students to attend 
university in Wales; 
Cardiff has four 
universities. 

Students from diverse 
backgrounds add much 
to learning, 

understanding and peer 
development. This 
money employs 
lecturers, etc and ends 
up in the Welsh 
economy. 

Spending targets set 
by the UK Government 
do result in 
misspending - but the 
tabloid press are more 
interested in generating 
controversy and sales 
than informed 
discussion. 

Democracy and 
governance does not 
have to result in any side 
losing, or one side 
winning. It should be 
about informed 
discussion, 
compromising and 
reaching consensus.

Pontfaen Probus 
Club hears story of 
a ‘Hell in Paradise’ 


At the March 
meeting of the 
Cowbridge 
Pontfaen Probus 
Club, the speaker 
was Jeanne Harvey, 
who related the 
surprising and 
dramatic history of 
Norfolk Island in 
the South Pacific. 

This small patch of 
land (three miles by 
five) lies around 1,000 
miles from Australia and 
not much less from New 
Zealand. 

In earlier times, it had 
been inhabited by 
Polynesians, but was 
uninhabited when it 
came to the notice of 
European colonisers. Its 


isolation was heightened 
by a reef, making 
landings from the sea 
hazardous and it has no 
ready source of fresh 
water. 

Towards the end of 
the 18th century, a small 
penal colony of 
remarkable harshness for 
both male and female 
convicts was established 
on the island. It had been f ee ^ anc j sometimes 
hoped to use the island 
as a source of timber for 
construction, but the 
local trees proved 
unsuitable. 


The cruel conditions 
often led to unrest and 
on one occasion, 
prisoners killed one of 
the guards and tried to 
conceal his body in a 
bridge they were 
building (since then 
known as ‘Bloody 
Bridge’). 

The prison was closed 
in 1885, but at the same 
time the island received 
a new population; 193 
migrants from Pitcairn 
Island, descendants of 
the mutineers from HMS 
Bounty and local 
Polynesians, who had 
found it hard to survive 
on Pitcairn and believed 
life would be better on 
Norfolk Island. 

The ownership of the 
island was granted to 
them by Queen Victoria 
and was divided between 
the migrant families. 

Today, the island has 
a population of 1,100 
and communication 
remains a problem. 

There is a daily (weather 
permitting) passenger 
flight to Australia. 

Goods arriving by sea 
have to negotiate the

have to be landed with a 
deal of good luck. 

The island encourages 
tourism, but numbers are 
limited by the restricted 
water supply. Every drop 
of rain water has to be 
collected and used 
sparingly - tourists are 
strictly rationed. 

Medical and surgical 
facilities are also very 
limited, and an 
emergency medical 
flight to Australia costs 
£50,000. 

The future of the 
island is uncertain; 
tourism is in decline, 
there is little money, and 
a scheme to break 
through the reef may 
cause more problems 
than it solves. 

The talk gave us a 
vivid picture of a little- 
known comer of the 
world.

Smoke billows 
above Vale for 
days after blaze 
at waste plant 


SMOKE from a blaze at 
Llandow Industrial Estate 
was still drifting across the 
Vale countryside four days 
after it first started. 

Last Thursday evening, March 
2, firefighters converged on the 
estate, after thousands of tons of 
recyclable material caught fire. 

Local business people and 
residents were infuriated at the 
foul smell generated by the 
smoke. 

A Llantwit Major resident Peter 
Hopkins told The GEM it was still 
a problem early this week. 

“It stinks - and I’ve closed all 
my windows and blocked the air 
vents to try and stop the smell. 

“Llantwit Major is a lovely 
town, but shouldn’t have to endure 
this - and of course, there is 
Cowbridge too. Everybody is 
talking about it. I think it’s 
terrible.” 

Early this week Natural 
Resources Wales (NRW) 
announced it had taken action 
against waste storage facility 
SiteServ Recycling (SW) Ltd. 

Nadia De Longhi, the 
operations manager for NRW, 
said: “We have decided to suspend 
the importation of waste under the 
environmental permit for the 
regulated facility at Hangars A and 
B, off the Llanwit Major Road, 
Llandow, operated by SiteServ 
Recycling (SW) Ltd. 

“While our main focus at the 
moment is working closely with 
South Wales Fire and Rescue

Service, Public Health Wales and 
the Vale Council to manage the 
effects of the blaze, we have taken 
this emergency measure to 
minimise further risks of serious 
pollution.” 

Natural Resources Wales 
explained the suspension notice 
would prevent more waste being 
added to the volume on site until 
the current wastes have been dealt 
with and to ensure risks to the 
environment and human health are 
reduced. 

Jane Hutt, the Vale’s Assembly 
Member, who visited the 
industrial estate, welcomed 
NRW’s action. 

On Friday she met Mr and Mrs 
Evans whose Llandow Caravan 
Park had to be evacuated on 
Friday, with disruption to their 
first weekend of the season. 

She said: “ I met with Natural 
Resources Wales on Friday 
following the fire, to ask what 
action they would be taking and I 
welcome the announcement of the 
suspension of the permit today 
(Monday, March 6). 

“It is vital that emergency 
monitoring continues, as the 
impact of the fire has been widely 
felt.” 

RISKS 

The facility is permitted to store 
various forms of non-hazardous 
household, commercial and 
industrial waste. There is not 
believed to be any asbestos at the 
site. 

Andrew 
Kibble of the 
Public Health 
Wales 
Environmental 
Public Health 
Team advised: 
“Fires involving 
these types of 


waste materials are, unfortunately, 
relatively common and as a result 
there is considerable information 
on the risk they present to public 
health. 

“Any smoke produced may 
contain a mixture of irritant gases, 
combustion products and 
particulate matter. In addition the 
smoke can be acrid with odours 
that are unpleasant and annoying. 

“The substances in the smoke 
can be irritating to the eyes, nose 
and throat causing coughing, 
wheezing, breathlessness and 
chest pain. 

“People with asthma and other 
respiratory conditions as well as 
heart complaints may be 
particularly susceptible to the 
smoke and should carry and use 
their medication (such as their 
inhalers) as usual. 

“As a result, we recommend 
people do all that they can to stay 
out of the smoke and if at home, 
close doors and windows. It would 
also be beneficial to open doors 
and windows when smoke is not 
in the vicinity to allow fresh air in. 

“Evidence from fires involving 
similar waste materials show that 
staying indoors and avoiding the 
plume should ensure that the risk 
to the health of local people is low. 

“If people experience any 
symptoms these will disappear 
very quickly once the smoke has 
passed and should not result in any 
long-term health problems. 

“There is also no evidence that 
this fire involves asbestos either in 
the waste materials or the building 
itself.” 

The Vale Council’s emergency 
planning team is working to limit 
disruption. 

There is no impact on the local 
water supply. 

If people are concerned about 
symptoms they are experiencing, 
they should contact their GP or 
NHS Direct Wales on 0845 46 47.

Vale of Glamorgan artists on 
show in St Donat's exhibition 


VOGA - the Vale of 
Glamorgan Artists group - 
is holding an art exhibition 
at the Gallery in St 
Donat’s Arts Centre. 

The show is a small one, but 
well demonstrates the group’s 
variety of approach, techniques 
and various levels of finish. The 
overall impression is of artists 
feeling their way towards the 
essence of a subject. 

There is no quick fix, whether 
the subject is of the wild 
outdoors, a hospital corridor or 
from the inner eye. 

Sometimes, as in Ann 
Townson’s painting, ‘The Cool 
Blue Jug’, an ordinary everyday 
item takes on an ethereal quality 
as atmospheric colour allows the 
object to float in space. 

‘What Next’ by Allan Brown is 
one of a set of paintings with 
subterranean-like colours 


highlighting delicate female 
forms - half glimpsed as seen in 
some underwater cosmos. 

Pauline Williams’ picture 
‘Storm of Crows’ shows a storm¬ 
like landscape broken up into 
strange wild shapes with streaks 
of light - more a landscape of the 
mind than the real world. 

To counterbalance such 
approaches we can study the 
calm, classical world of textile 
artist Judy Stephens. 

‘Nice Day for Walk’ and ‘Sea 
Tree’ are excellent examples of 
the textile maker’s craft 
becoming art - able to stand with 
paintings and prints. 

The exhibition has some artists 
working in series - testing a 
subject’s potential. Eve Hart’s 
series of watercolours is a fine 
example of doing more with the 
same. 

Finally, the digital approach is 
well represented from a single 


artwork by Bernard van Lierop. 

Visitors should note that this 
VOGA show is being held in the 
20th year since VOGA’s 
inception in 1997. 

At the entrance to the show is 
a framed listed history of the 
group’s activities since its initial 
start, and that list is only a 
selection of exhibitions with 
which the group has been 
involved. It is a proud 20 years: 
when the group first started there 
was nothing in the Vale.

Rotarians use colour purple in 
the world battle against polio 


THE Rotary Club of 
Llantwit Major is helping 
to rid the world of polio by 
supporting the nationwide 
initiative, Purple4Polio. 

The campaign, which was 
launched by Rotary International 
in Great Britain and Ireland, 
encourages everyone to join 
together in the final push to 
eradicate polio worldwide. 

There have been promising 
steps, with just 18 cases of polio 
recorded in the last year. 

To make a polio-free world a 
reality, Rotary, who started the 
campaign to eradicate polio more 
than 30 years ago and has 
spearheaded this major health 
initiative ever since, is determined 


to raise awareness and funds to 
finish off the job. 

Charles Anderson, president of 
Llantwit Rotary, commented: “As 
a club, we have worked tirelessly 
to help to ensure that polio is 
eradicated for good, and with 
fewer cases being reported we 
believe we can end this deadly 
disease forever.” 

As part of the campaign, Rotary 
clubs across the UK have teamed 
with the Royal Horticultural 
Society’s Britain in Bloom 
community groups to transform 
public spaces and brighten up 
local communities by planting 
purple crocus corms. 

The RHS Wales in Bloom 
group in the tiny village of 
Gileston, in partnership with 


Llantwit Major Rotary Club, 
planted 5,000 purple crocus corms 
in autumn 2016, which has 
resulted in a colourful floral 
display. 

The colour purple was chosen 
as it represents the colour of the 
dye which is placed on the little 
finger of a child on mass 
immunisation days, when literally 
millions of children in entire 
countries are protected against the 
disease across the world. 

The number of polio-endemic 
countries has dropped from 125 to 
just two, with more than 2.5 
billion children receiving 
vaccinations, thanks to the help of 
Rotary. TC 
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Marie Curie thanks 
generous Cowbridge 



MARY ROBERTS, who has 
organised the Marie Curie 
Daffodil collection for many 
years, has praised the generous 
people of Cowbridge who 
contributed a record £2,500 this 
year. 

She paid tribute to the large 
number of volunteer collectors who 
braved the cold and wet to achieve 
this impressive total. 

Thanks are also due to Len 
Taylor , who arranged for members 


of Cowbridge Rotary to man the 
streets to help on two Saturdays, and 
to the four senior pupils from 
Cowbridge Comprehensive School 
who also helped with the collection. 

It costs £10,000 a day to run our 
local Marie Curie hospice in 
Penarth, mostly funded by 
charitable contributions, so these 
collections are an essential lifeline.

Drake’s rough Passage 
examined by Probus 


ON February 28, Dr Alfred 
Venables gave a talk to Dinas 
Powys Probus Club about his 
recent trip to Antarctica. 

He is a retired microbiologist who 
has always had a passion for wildlife, 
particularly birds. Following his 
hobby, he has visited many remote 
islands and returned to Antarctica 
with three target birds in mind. 

A childhood ambition has always 
been to see a Snowy Sheathbill, a 
seagull-size bird, to see close-up a 
Wandering Albatross and finally, a 
Giant Petrel, a bird much maligned in 
his opinion. 

To demonstrate the true wing span 
of the Albatross, Alfred called out two 
members who, between them, held 
out a full-size paper cut-out of the 11- 
foot wing span. 

Whilst in Tierra del Fuego, he 
hoped to see a Magellanic 
Woodpecker in the national park, but 
was unlucky. 

Alfred then sailed from Ushuaia on 
the Academic Ioffe, a converted 
Russian spy ship, with 90 passengers, 
across Drake’s Passage, reputed to be 
the roughest sea in the world, on a 


three-day voyage to the Beagle 
Channel, seeing Fin whales en-route, 
and then along the Lemaine Channel. 

Enclosed on all sides by ice walls 
and after seeing Adele penguins and 
seals, the ship had to retreat because 
further progress was blocked by an ice 
fall. 

Once in true Antarctica, the group 
visited two research stations. Alfred 
and his pal attempted to get a close-up 
view of penguins fishing in shallow 
water by paddling with bare legs in 
what turned out to be freezing water, 
an idea quickly aborted. 

Then on to Deception Island and 
landing at Whalers’ Bay, an early 
whaling base that was abandoned due 
to volcanic eruptions. Debris still 
litters the shore and the sand is too hot 
to touch in comfort. 

Alfred was successful in seeing a 
Sheathbill, watching an albatross 
flying close to the ship and, the 
highlight of the trip, getting very close 
to a Giant Petrel on its nest with a 
chick. 

The return sail back across Drake’s 
Passage was, as the captain had 
predicted, extremely rough! CR

I N the weeks following the EU 
referendum, I arranged public 
meetings in the Vale to set out the 
Government’s response to the vote and 
to take questions from local people. 

The response was overwhelming. Over 200 
people turned up to the meetings in Cowbridge 
and in Barry, sharing their hopes, concerns and 
queries. 

As we approach the next milestone, the 
triggering of Article 50,1 want to give Vale 
residents the opportunity to once again ask me 
direct questions about the Government’s plan 
for Brexit. 

I will be holding two meetings; one on March 
23 in Dinas Powys at 6:30pm at the Lee Hall, 
and the other on March 30 in Llantwit Major at 
Llantonian Hall. Anyone living in the Vale is 
welcome to attend. 

I voted ‘remain’ on June 23 because at the 
time I thought that, on balance, it would be 
better for the economy in the short term. 

As such, I can understand the economic 
concerns that many have had about our 
changing relationship with the EU. 

After the vote however, I was immediately 
struck by the pragmatic and often optimistic 
tone of business leaders. 

This has since been coupled with stronger 
economic performance than expected and, most 
importantly, certainty from government. 

Indeed, a great many people who, like me, 
supported ‘remain’ have not just accepted the 
result of the referendum, but embraced the 
opportunities that exist for our country to 
become an even more successful global trading 
nation. 

We have the opportunity at a great moment 
of national change to step back and ask 
ourselves what kind of country we want to be. 

The Prime Minister and the Government 
have a clear answer. We want the United 
Kingdom to emerge from this period of change 
stronger, fairer more united and more outward-

looking than ever before. 

The Government has a strong plan for a 
smooth and orderly Brexit. We want to have 
reached an agreement about our future 
partnership with the EU by the time that the 
two-year Article 50 process has concluded.

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Cross-party support for 
tidal lagoon in Assembly 


MEMBERS of the Welsh 
Assembly have written to 
the Prime Minister to 
emphasise the degree of 
cross-party support there is 
for the Swansea Bay Tidal 
Lagoon project. 

Details of the letter were 
released by Huw Irranca-Davies’ 
office, and a spokesman said that 
support had been widespread. 

The letter said: “While 
ultimately a decision for your 
Government, we strongly support 
the recommendations of the 
Hendry Review that this should be 
given approval as a “pathfinder” 
project, because we recognise the 
potential benefits run far deeper 
than one might ordinarily expect 
of a single energy project. 

“This project can unleash, 
quickly, a level of private capital 
investment rarely seen in Wales. It 
will see new industrial facilities 
built and new life breathed into 
Welsh industry large and small. 

“It will draw our students 
towards the STEM disciplines and 
offer them a credible prospect of 
deploying their skills in the 
country of their birth. 

“It will attract attention for 
Wales AND the UK on an 
international stage as a global 


leader in this renewable 
technology, and contribute to our 
climate-change objectives. 

“It will create opportunity for 
new ventures in leisure, tourism 
and associated maritime activities 
by attracting visitors in potentially 
very large numbers. 

“Above all of this, it will 
contribute hugely to the image of 
Wales as a place where exciting 
and transformational projects can 
be imagined and delivered: a 
dynamic Wales looking to the 
future. 

“You may be aware that other 
cities and regions of south and 
north Wales are already looking 
into the possibility of following 
Swansea Bay’s lead. They too 
have the natural resource and they 
too are in the market for new ideas 
that can shift the dial in terms of 
employment, investment and 
regeneration. These positive 
benefits will ultimately be seen 
across Wales, and beyond Wales 
too. 

“There may be a long way to go 
but there is only one way to find 
out. So we are greatly encouraged 
that the UK Government’s 
independent review concludes that 
taking that first step at Swansea 
Bay is a ‘no regrets’ decision. 

“In Wales, we have watched 


this project take shape over a good 
number of years now, garnering 
more and more popular support as 
it has matured. With the 
publication of the Hendry Review 
that support has solidified into real 
expectation among the people of 
Wales. 

“In a debate in the National 
Assembly on February 14, a 
motion welcoming the Hendry 
Report and supporting the case for 
developing a tidal lagoon energy 
industry in the UK was passed 
with absolutely no dissent. In the 
debate the Minister for Economy 
and Infrastructure reiterated the in 
principle support of the Welsh 
Government saying: 

“We agree with Hendry’s 
approach for a small scale 
pathfinder project as soon as is 
reasonably practicable to 
understand the impacts of such 
developments ...we welcome 
Hendry’s observation of the very 
strong case for the proposed 
Swansea Bay Tidal Lagoon to be 
that small scale pathfinder project, 
as it is currently the only project in 
an advanced state of preparation 
necessary to become a pathfinder 
in the near future.”

Penarth bakery fined 
for hygiene offences 
despite being warned 


A PENARTH bakery, 
Penarth Bakery Limited on 
Plassey Street, has been 
fined more than £10,000 
after committing 36 
hygiene offences and its 
owner banned from 
managing a food business 
for 10 years, following a 
case brought by Vale 
Council. 

Cardiff Magistrates Court heard 
how officers from Shared 
Regulatory Services, the body 
responsible for monitoring food 
safety standards in the Vale, found 
serious breaches of hygiene 
regulations, including the 
presence of rodents, when they 
visited Modem Bakery, trading as 
Penarth Bakery Limited on 
Plassey Street in the town. 

A number of visits were made 
to the business, which was acting 
as a food manufacturer supplying 
other outlets, as well as its own 
retail shop. 

The breaches of food hygiene 
regulations found were so serious 
that officers had to intervene in the 
interests of public health, with a 
total of 11 improvement notices 
being served. 

The breaches identified at the 
premises included: 

• Poor personal hygiene. 


• Failure to protect food from 
contamination. 

• Filthy premises that were in 
a poor condition. 

• Storing high-risk food out of 
temperature control. 

• Failure to ensure that 
adequate procedures were in place 
to control pests. Rodents and 
insects were not controlled at the 
premises. 

• Placing unfit food on the 
market. 

• A failure to implement and 
maintain written food safety 
procedures at the business, 
demonstrating a lack of control 
and care. 

• A failure to comply with eight 
hygiene improvement notices. 

Appearing in court last 
Thursday, Gareth Spray pleaded 
guilty to 28 offences as the food 
business operator, in respect of 
food hygiene, and a further eight 
offences for failing to comply with 
hygiene improvement notices. 

He also pleaded guilty to two 
offences for placing food on the 
market which was unfit for human 
consumption. 

The same offences were 
admitted by the company, Penarth 
Bakery Limited, with an 
additional offence of failing to 
display the sticker illustrating 
their ‘zero’ food hygiene rating. 

In sentencing, District Judge 


Bodfan Jenkins described Mr 
Spray and his company as having 
a “flagrant disregard for the law” 
and insisted there had been an 
“appalling catalogue of behaviour 
by all involved, as to the state of 
the premises and equipment, 
enough to turn one’s stomach.” 

He described the efforts that 
had been made to rectify problems 
as being “too little, too late.” 

Mr Spray was sentenced to four 
months’ imprisonment, suspended 
for 12 months, for the two more 
serious offences of placing food 
on the market which was unfit for 
human consumption. 

He was ordered to undergo an 
unpaid work requirement of 200 
hours and a rehabilitation activity 
requirement of up to 15 days. 

For the other 36 offences, he 
was fined £200, giving a total of 
£7,200. He was also ordered to 
pay costs of £1,400 and a victim 
surcharge of £115. 

Mr Spray was banned from 
participating in the management 
of any food business for 10 years. 

In addition, Penarth Bakery 
Limited was fined £1,300 for each 
of the two more serious offences 
and £200 for each of the 
remaining offences, making a total 
of fine of £10,000. The company 
was also ordered to pay costs of 
£1,400 and a victim surcharge of 
£200.

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Deep Purple docu a ‘dream 
come true’ for local man 



A DOCUMENTARY 
filmmaker from Barry will 
have his latest film - on 
rock legends Deep Purple - 
premiered on Sky Arts this 
Saturday (March 11). 

Craig Hooper produced and 
directed Deep Purple - From Here 
to Infinity, a documentary 
following the hard-rock pioneers 
as they write and record their 20th 
- and possibly their last - studio 
album. 

Craig, who lives in Rhoose, 
said: “This was a dream come true 
for me. I’ve been a fan of Deep 
Purple since I was a teenager at 
Barry Boys Comp. Documenting 
them writing and then recording 
their album was an amazing 
experience - their levels of 
musicianship are off the scale. 

“It was also nice to spend some 
time with them off camera, 
socialising. They’re all genuinely 
nice and very funny people.” 

Known as one of the most 
incendiary bands on the planet, 


both on- and off stage, Purple rode 
the crest of the tidal wave of 
musical innovation in the early 
1970s. They helped create a whole 
new genre of music, recording a 
string of classic songs such as 
‘Smoke On The Water’, ‘Black 
Night’ and ‘Strange Kind of 
Woman’ and selling in excess of 
130 million albums on the way. 

Craig and his team, including 
Dinas Powys cameraman Trevor 
Burgess, managed to get a unique 
insight into the creative process as 
they filmed Purple writing and 
recording in Nashville and 
Toronto. 

Craig, who also runs the BA 
Journalism course at the 
University of South Wales in 
Cardiff, said: “I’ve worked with 
the band previously. I’d made a 
documentary about bass player 
Roger Glover, who’s from Brecon, 
for ITV Wales and we produced a 
DVD for lead singer Ian Gillan. It 
was nice to be asked back and a 
bonus that we got to spend a few 
weeks in Nashville and Toronto.” 


The film also sees the band 
reflecting back on the many highs 
and lows of a career that’s 
influenced generations of 
musicians, and they consider a 
future choice - to retire gracefully 
or keep on rocking into their 
seventies... 

An extended version of the 
documentary will also be available 
with Deep Purple’s new album, 
InFinite, which is being released 
worldwide on April 7. 

Craig, who started his 
journalism career writing for The 
GEM, is already working on his 
next project - running the 
International Vampire Film and 
Arts Festival in Transylvania at the 
end of May - as well as teaching 
journalism and investigating his 
next rock documentary for his 
company Coolhead.

E VER since the X- 
Men burst into 
their cinematic 
incarnation in 2000, the 
stand-out character of the 
universe has been Hugh 
Jackman’s Logan, 

otherwise known as the 
Wolverine. 

Seventeen years after his 
debut, Jackman is finally 
hanging up the adamantium 
claws in Logan. 

Set in 2929, Logan sees 
Jackman’s title character beaten, 
bruised and with his body on the 
edge of giving up. Living a 
secluded life along with 
Professor X (the returning 
Patrick Stewart) and fellow 
mutant Caliban (Stephen 
Merchant), Logan is trying to 
stay away from violence and 
conflict. 

However, when he discovers 
a young mutant by the name of 
Laura (Dafne Keen) who has a 
similar skillset to him, and who 
is being pursued by the Reavers, 
led by Donald Pierce (Boyd 
Holbrook), Logan’s attempts to 
find peace are given a short, 
sharp wake-up call... 

Much has been made that this 
is the final time we’ll see Hugh 
Jackman play the iconic 
character of Wolverine; and 
given that his previous two solo 
films haven’t really captured the 
true essence of the character, 
Logan sees Jackman and 
director James Mangold (who 
directed The Wolverine) in the 
last chance saloon when it 
comes to crafting the definitive 
cinematic take on the character. 

The last chance saloon 
metaphor is quite apt: this is, for

VERDICT - Hugh

A powerful story told on its 
own terms, its refusal (in the 
main) to follow the cookie- 
cutter genre template means that 
it’s something that stands out 
for all the right reasons.

The Vale of 
Glamorgan Council 
and Menter Bro 
Morgannwg have 
signed a new frame¬ 
work agreement to 
develop new servic¬ 
es to strengthen the 
Welsh language 
within communities 
in the Vale. 

Menter Bro 

Morgannwg was estab¬ 
lished in April 2013 with 
the aim of promoting and 
expanding the social use 
of the Welsh Language in 
the Vale of Glamorgan. 
Since then, they have 
been working closely 
with the Council to deliv¬ 
er a number of activities 
and events to create more 
opportunities for Vale 
residents to use the lan¬ 
guage outside of work 


and school. These 
include a Welsh language 
festival held on Barry 
Island, Gwyl Fach y Fro, 
baby swimming lessons 
and other recreational 
activities for all ages. 

Since the establish¬ 
ment of Ysgol Gymraeg 
Bro Morgannwg in 2000 
there has been a signifi¬ 
cant increase in the num¬ 
ber of parents choosing 
Welsh medium education 
for their children.

‘We are pleased that 
the Council has entered 
in to this agreement, 
which guarantees that we 
will be able to continue 
to build on the good 


work that has already 
been carried out here in 
the Vale. We have just 
had our second Gwyl 
Fach Y Fro festival, 
which was a huge suc¬ 
cess, and we hope to 
keep working closely 
with the Council to pro¬ 
vide events like this and 
fulfil our aim as an 
organisation.' 

Rob Thomas, 
Managing Director of the 
Vale of Glamorgan 
Council said, 

‘This agreement will 
strengthen the partner¬ 


ship between the Council 
and Menter Bro 
Morgannwg.

Focus is on

Ms Hutt said: “The 
importance of STEM 
skills to the future 
prosperity of Wales is 
well established and yet 
there continues to be a 


decline in the take up of 
many STEM subjects at 
school.

THE International 
Tortoise Sanctuary 
at Sully in the Vale 
has told the local 
MP about its efforts 
to protect and 
house tortoises 
from across the 
UK. 

Alun Cairns’ visit 
coincided with the ‘big 
tortoise wake-up’- the 
few days at the end of 
February when tortoise 
owners collect their 
animals from hibernation 
in specially-cooled sheds 
at the sanctuary. 

In addition to 
providing hibernation 
facilities, the 
International Tortoise 
Association re-homes 
tortoises illegally 
brought into the UK, and 
also cares for tortoises 
that are sick and injured. 

The MPwas 
“shocked” to discover 
that there are more than 
800 tortoises at the 
charity’s site, of all 
breeds and sizes. 

The sanctuary is run 
by Ann Ovenstone and 
Celia Claypole, who 
provide round the clock 
care, and shared 
misconceptions about 
tortoises. 

Mr Cairns said: “It 
was a great pleasure to 
meet Ann, Celia and the 
tortoises! I was in awe 
of the complex systems 
they have for caring for 
so many tortoises of 
different species. 

“Ann and Celia are 
volunteers who do so 
much for these animals. 
Importantly, they are 
teaching others who love 
tortoises about caring for 
them properly. ” 


Fire and Rescue authorities 
are set to receive £1.8m boost 



FIRE and rescue 
authorities are to 
receive £1.8m over 
the next two years - 
to help them meet 
new statutory 
duties to respond to 
flooding and water- 
related emergencies 
which present a 
risk of death, 
serious injury or 
serious illness - 
Communities and 
Children Secretary, 
Carl Sargeant AM 
has announced. 

He made the 
announcement during a 
visit to the Cardiff 
International White 
Water Centre, where 
South Wales Fire and 
Rescue Service 
personnel were water 
rescue training and gave 
a demonstration of 
rescues from vehicles in 
water, inflatable sled 
rescues and swift water 
boat rescues. 

While fire and rescue 
authorities already 
respond to flooding and 
inland water rescue 
incidents using their 


existing general powers 
and resources, they are 
not required to do so. 
The Cabinet Secretary 
has signed an Order 
which will create a 
statutory duty on the 
three fire and rescue 
authorities in Wales to 
respond to these 
incidents. 

To support the 
introduction of the new 
duty, funding has been 
made available to 
replace ageing flooding 
and water rescue 
equipment, and to 
purchase a second high 
volume pump in north 
Wales. 

South Wales Fire 
and Rescue Service’s 
chief fire officer, Huw 
Jakeway said: “For us, 
keeping our 
communities and 
firefighters safe in and 
around the water has 
always been a priority. 

“The new funding for 
equipment, over the next 
two financial years, will 
enable us to continue to 
serve our communities 
to the highest standard.” 


Dr Margaret s tips 
for local mums-to-be 
on staying healthy 


ABMU consultant 
Margery Morgan 
hoped World Birth 
Defects Day, which 
took place on 
March 3, will help 
remind local 
mothers and mums- 
to-be how 
important it is to 
stay healthy. 

Consultant 
obstetrician and 
gynaecologist Dr 
Morgan is lead clinician 
for the Congenital 
Anomaly Register and 
Information Service for 
Wales (CARIS). 

The service, which 
collects data about 
congenital anomalies 
and birth defects, has 
been highlighting 
problems that some 
infections can cause in 
pregnancy and what can 
be done to prevent 
unnecessary risks. 

She said: “Infections 
can cause serious illness, 
developmental problems 
and lifelong disability, 
such as hearing loss for 
the baby.” 

To avoid infection, it 
was recommended that 
women wash their hands 
before and after 


preparing food. They 
should avoid soft or 
unpasteurised cheeses, 
pate and some fish - if 
unsure, check with their 
midwife; 

OTHER ADVICE 

Current advice is not 
to travel while pregnant 
to parts of the world that 
have the Zika virus ; 

Care is needed with 
pets - pregnant women 
should not change dirty 
cat litter and wash their 
hands after contact with 
any pet or farm animals; 

Avoid contact with 
anyone who has an 
infection; 

Wash hands: before 
and after food 
preparation; when 
handling raw meat, eggs 
or unwashed vegetables; 
after gardening or 
touching dirt or soil; 
after touching pets and 
other animals; after 
playing with children, 
wiping runny noses and 
changing nappies.

Wales Air Ambulance’s 
fourth aircraft to run 
seven days a week... 


AS Wales Air 
Ambulance marks 
its 16th anniversary, 
the charity’s latest 
aircraft will be 
extending its service 
to operate seven 
days a week - 
helping children 
like Elain James, 
who needed two 
emergency 
transfers at just 12 
weeks old. 

She was just 12 weeks 
old when she first needed 
to be airlifted by the 
charity’s specialist 
children’s division, The 
Children’s Wales Air 
Ambulance. 

Elain’s mum Bridget 
James, 33, said: “Elain, 
who’s now seven, was 
bom with a rare heart 
condition called 

pulmonary atresia, which 
affects the flow of blood 
through her heart valves. 

“In the first few weeks 
of her life, she needed to 
be taken to specialist 
hospital units in Cardiff 
and Bristol. At three 
months old, Elain 
suddenly collapsed at 
home in Aberystwyth 
and we needed to get her

to the specialist unit in 
Cardiff, as they were the 
closest hospital equipped 
to deal with her 
condition. 

“It would have taken 
more than three hours to 
get her there by road, 
which just wasn’t an 
option in my mind; she 
wouldn’t have made the 
journey. 

“Instead, the Wales 
Air Ambulance got her 
there in just 30 minutes 
and Elain was seen by 
her specialists straight 
away, saving her life. 


The EC 135 T2e 
aircraft, based in Cardiff, 
is dedicated to 
completing inter-hospital 
transfers. Extending this 
helicopter’s operating 
hours from five days per 
week will mean that all 
four of the charity’s 
aircraft will now run 
seven days a week. 

All aspects of the 
seven-day transfer 
service - from the crew 
to the kit on board - will 
be entirely funded by the 
Wales Air Ambulance, 
with no Government or 
lottery funding. The extra 
operating hours will 
mean that the charity can 
help save more lives 
across Wales. 

Angela Hughes, chief 
executive of Wales Air 
Ambulance, said they 
had been keen to move to 
a seven day operation for 
some time. 

“In June last year, we 
launched our fourth 
aircraft and Cardiff base, 
making us the biggest air 
ambulance operation in 
the UK.”

The Vale-based weatherman 
explained: “My walk will be the 
continuation of my fitness regime, as I 
build up to trekking Peru in September, 
and I hope lots of people will use the 
opportunity to celebrate mothers 
everywhere by signing up and joining 
me on this Pen y Fan challenge. 

“The trek is going to be a challenge 
and I will need to get fitter over the 
next six months - but, more 
importantly, I hope to raise loads of 
money for Velindre so it can continue 
to help people in the future, and with 
more research to (hopefully) find a 
cure for cancer.” 

“It’s a wonderful charity and helps 
so many people, including a few of my 


friends, family and work colleagues, 
providing vital treatment, care and 
support. The number of people 
suffering from cancer is on the 
increase; none of us know what’s 
around the comer and I want to do my 
bit to help.” 

Head of fundraising at Velindre, 
Andrew Morris, said: “Having 
previously organised some very 
successful treks to Kilimanjaro and 
Patagonia, we wanted to put together a 
really special trip, and trekking a 
remote Inca trail to Machu Pichhu 
certainly fits that bill. 

“We have a few places left for the 
trip, it’s a wonderful trek and a great 
way to raise funds to help Velindre 
continue to provide help and support 
for cancer patients in Wales.”

FAVOURITE PORTS AND PADDLERS 

To Barry on 
Britannia ! 

by BRIAN KEITCH 



P ADDLE steamer 

Britannia - flagship of 
Peter and Alec 

Campbell’s White Funnel fleet 
for 50 years - had a 
reputation for speed - up to 20 
knots. 

Seen here towards the end of her 
60-year career off Sully Island, there’s 
no doubting that she is making fair 
headway in a brisk evening breeze en 
route to Barry pier, sometime in the 
1950s. 

Alas, the paucity of customers on 
board was a feature of that decade for 
the ships, resulting in insolvency in 
1956 and effective bankruptcy in 
August 1958, when a receiver was 
called in to take control of affairs. 

Following reconstruction of sorts 
(including the end of the paddle 
steamer era) P & A Campbell Ltd 
plodded on with largely geriatric 
motorships until 1980 when the 
inevitable came. Paddle steamer 
Waverley and motor vessel Balmoral 
have attempted to fill the gap with 
varying degrees of success since then. 

Meanwhile, back to 
Sully/Swanbridge - before the 
purpose-built excursion steamers took 
to the water a variety of early steam- 
powered packets and tugs made a 
welcome bonus to their incomes by 
making special excursions in the 
summer months; the Holms Islands 
were particularly popular because 
there were pubs there, which were 
apparently free from excise duties and 
other restrictions! 

Sully’s claim to fame as a 
passenger ‘port’ was short-lived. The 
Swansea to Bristol packet steamers 
Glamorgan and Bristol called here, 
commencing in 1823 as a connection 
for Cardiff. 

However, in March 1834 the 
wooden paddler Nautilus started a 
ferry run from a fast-developing 
seaport of Cardiff to Bristol. From 
the following year - February 1835 - 
Sully ceased to be a proxy port of 
Cardiff and had little to offer to 
passenger ships, as no references to 
Sully as a destination appear 
thereafter. Tell me if there are! 

Sea excursions did, however, visit 
the then ‘Barry Island’ for a play on 
the beach and a pint. 

Meanwhile, back to the ‘Brif. 

Built by S McKnight & Co Ltd, Ayr; 
she was the third of Campbell’s 
‘flyers’ constructed between 1894 and 
1896 to “run off” other steam boat 
companies’ operations on the Severn 
sea, the others being the Westward Ho 
and the Cambria. 

Enthusiasts back then had 
entertaining - even heated - debates 
as to which ship was the ‘Cock of the 
Channel’, ie the fastest: 18,19,19.5, 
20 knots and so on. But with 


different tidal and weather conditions 
every day it was all rather academic. 

Apart from the destination, the 
catering on board was something to 
get quite peckish about. 

‘Catering at Moderate Prices’ ran 
the sailing bills! How’s this to tempt 
you aboard: Breakfast - Plain, with 
bread and butter, marmalade etc 1/^ 
(7.5p); or Large, with porridge, fish, 
ham and egg etc 3/- (15p). 

Cold Luncheon - with cold meat, 
salad, sweets or cheese 2/^ (12.5p) or 
Hot Luncheon, with soups, fish, joint, 
vegetables, sweets, cheese 3/^ (17.5 
P)- 

Ok, it was 1930 and a half pint 
bottle of home brewed was 2.5p (Bass 
ale would sting you a bit more - 3p or 
so). Sundries - cake, sandwiches, tea, 
coffee or Bovril or Oxo were 
available throughout the journey if 
you still felt a bit of a gap under your 
pinny. 

And paddle steamer Brittanial She 
was the flagship of the fleet until the 
arrival of the brand new Bristol Queen 
built by Hill’s of Bristol in 1946. She 
saw service in both World Wars 
carrying different names. 

Britannia sailed on most of 
Campbell’s routes including the south 
coast of England. She suffered badly 
through poor maintenance in the 
Second World War, and shortly after 
return to service in 1946 her boiler 
collapsed. Up until then she had 
always had one funnel, but the new 
replacement boiler required two - and 
various alterations to the ship (as we 
see in the picture). 

A main mast was added to the 
vessel in 1954 in accordance with 
Board of Trade requirements (as for 
all of the fleet) but following the 
withdrawal of her consort paddle 
steamer Ravenswood of 1891 (which 
was scrapped in John Cashmore’s 
yard at the end of 1955) it was the 
Britannia's turn the following year in 
the same place. 

A ‘last excursion’ was run from 
Bristol to Ilfracombe on September 
26, 1956 amid much in the way of 
fly-pasts (by the Britannia aircraft 
from Bristol) and speeches. However, 
despite her being put up for sale 
another Campbell steamer - Glen 
Usk- came out in sympathy, allowing 
the Brit a few more days sailing on 
the Cardiff-Weston ferry. 

In December that year, she was 
reduced to pieces. John Cashmore’s 
yard had one more White Funnel ship 
to deal with - Cardiff Queen - but not 
until 1968. 

Next stop: the station with no 
timetable and comings and goings at 
Barry pier (boats and trains).

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WRIGHT SHOWS 
NERVES OF STEEL 
TO TIE GAME WITH 
RE-TAKEN KICK 


WITH the Youth producing a magnificent 
victory in the Cup, the First XV result 
wasn’t far behind, battling back from a 
deficit of 24-9 to gain a hard fought draw 
at 24 -24 against Tylorstown. 

Wales need to 
remember how 
good they are!

THE at times turbulent history of 
clashes between two proud Celtic 
cousins, since they first squared up 
at Lansdown Road, Dublin on 
January 28,1882 in the old Home 
Nations tournament - all of 135 
years ago - has often given special 
meaning to the term ‘close-fought’! 

Wales may have emerged with the spoils 
in 67 encounters, to Ireland’s 50 (with seven 
matches drawn), but there has been many a 
notorious occasion in the distant past when 
passions have spilled over and blood spilled, 
with no quarter expected - or given - by 
either side! 

Not, of course, that we can expect such 
unpalatable scenes to be repeated in the 
125th clash at Cardiff’s Principality 
Stadium on Friday evening, though it 
should not lack for drama and intensity with 
so much at stake for both sides. 

The Irish have shrugged off the shock of 
their surprise defeat by the resurgent Scots 
and still retain hopes of frustrating an 
English back-to-back Grand Slam and 
claiming the RBS Six Nations championship 
for themselves. 

After losing to both England and Scotland, 
Wales have no such hopes, but nevertheless 
see this as a must-win match, as one of only 
two chances, not only to rescue a respectable 
place in the final table, but to safeguard 
against another ‘group of death’ seeding in 
the next Rugby World Cup draw. 

Both sets of players, of course, will also 
have half an eye on the Irish and British 
Lions’ summer tour to New Zealand, and 
will be keen to remind watching tour coach 
Warren Gatland of their credentials - with 
Welsh hopefuls, in particular, knowing they 
have much ground to make up after the 
second half, error-filled horror show in 
Edinburgh. 

Mind you, that could also apply to 
assistant coaches appointed for the tour - 
like Wales’ caretaker head coach, Robert 
Howley, who will be keen to get out of the 
firing line after media speculation over how 
much decisions made off the field of play 
have been a factor in recent, inconsistent 
displays. 

Perhaps, above all, the coaching team will 
want to settle any questions over their 
tactical thinking and effectiveness in 
preparing and motivating the squad to 
perform to their true potential. 

A good place to start will be on Friday 
evening against the Irish. Wales will run out 
as bookies’ underdogs, but that is a mantle 
they don easily; and this talented squad 
know that if they can only remember how 
good they are, and replicate the 
wonderfully-committed display that almost 
undid England, victory is well within their 
grasp. So, Come on, Wales! 


Going to the Rhondda usually means facing a big 
physical pack, a feisty scrum half and a powerful 
couple of backs and Tylorstown didn’t disappoint 
with two or three of their pack 20 stone. 

They took the initiative from the kick off and got 
their driving game going, making extensive use of 
their surprisingly mobile tight head prop . 

The Cowbridge defence was tested fully in the 
opening 10 minutes but as the pressure eased, an 
early penalty chance fell to full back Ben Wright but 
his kick went just wide. 

After 25 minutes a twisted knee brought 
industrious prop Sam Richards to the sidelines and 
Dai Popham took his place earlier than he had hoped 
for. 

The first score went to Tylorstown for a scrum 
infringement, the points added by their left wing. 

Within minutes, a penalty for crossing saw 
Wright level the scores from 40 metres. 

Tylorstown got their first try when their full back 
ran back a kick and their centre crossed on the right 
with an excellent conversion to follow. 

A further penalty chance for Wright went wide 
before a mystifying eight minutes of injury time. 
Following great drives from No 8 Dan Holder, 
Popham and scrum half Tom James, Wright added 
the penalty chance to bring a half time of 10-6. 

The Cowbridge scrum, giving away stones was 
under some pressure but the front row of Dai Breed, 
hooker Brad Langenhoeven and Popham held firm . 

Into the second half and a deep kick into 
Cowbridge territory wasn’t dealt with and resulted in 
a scrum from which their scrum half scored a 
converted try. 

But back came Cowbridge with a further Wright 
penalty to stay in touch. Zac Summerhayes came 
onto the wing for pacy Rian Davies and within 
minutes went on a mazy run. 

Five minutes later Adam Dix took over at scrum 
half with Tom James moving to the wing. After 25 
minutes, the referee missed a clear stamp and instead 
awarded Tylorstown a penalty for Cowbridge being 
on the wrong side of a ruck. From a quick penalty 
their scrum half got his second converted try. 

The score was now 24-9 and the road back into 
the game seemed steep but captain Richie Howson, 
who with Kieran David and Holder, was never far 
from the action, exhorted his team to keep going . 

Then, a lovely break by Alex Guard at outside half 
resulted in a dangerous tackle that saw Tylorstown’s 
No 7 in the sin bin. With Tylorstown making 
changes Cowbridge were now getting on top in the 
scrums and tails were up . 

From a series of penalties near the Tylorstown 
line, Cowbridge went right and then came back to 
the left with Dai Popham squeezing in at the corner. 

The referee awarded a penalty re start for protests 
after that score and from the centre point, Wright put 
over a wonderful kick . It was now 24-17. 

With six minutes left, lively scrum half Dix took 
a penalty and Guard at outside half first went left 
then, sizing the defenders up, came back to the right 
and scythed through to score . 

The touch judges were split on the conversion and 
a retake was ordered , with nerves of steel Wright put 
over the conversion. 24-24. 

Again, with injury time from nowhere the battle 
continued until the final whistle. A superb team 
performance. The centres of McCausland and 
George bottled up the middle, and Wright counter 
attacked and kicked to great effect. 

The pack fought for every inch. Mention must be 
made of line judge Rob Price, one wag suggesting 
that he was behind the posts for the conversion 
before Popham had touched down. 

There was a great feeling back at the club as both 
teams celebrated and congratulated the other on their 
result. 

This Saturday the First XV are at home to Old 
Penarthians whilst the youth are away at Merthyr . 
All support would be most welcome. . 

Good luck to Wales tomorrow night ! There is no 
doubt we can do it !

Cowbridge Youth secure

Cowbridge youth travelled 
to Mountain Ash RFC to 
contest the quarter final of 
the welsh youth cup on 
Saturday, March 4.
